DISTRICT  No.  1,  "  UPPER  VILLAGE." 

This  school,  for  the  summer  and  fall  terms,  was  under 
the  care  of  Miss  Fannie  M;  Webster,  whose  efforts  were 
crowned  with  her  usual  perfect  success. 

Miss  Marianna  P.  Clark,  had  charge  of  the  school  the 
first  part  of  the  winter  term  and  there  was  every  prospect 
of  a  very  successful  term  in  all  departments.  At  the  end 
of  eight  weeks,  however,  Miss  C.  accepted  a  naore 
lucrative  situation  as  teacher  in  Washington  City,  so  that 
her  connection  with  the  school  was  brought  to  an  abrupt 
termination,  to  the  great  regret  of  the  whole  district. 

The  services  of  Mr.  Elhs  J.  Underhill,  who  taught  this 
school  two  yearr;  ago,  were  fortunately  obtained  for  the 
remainder  of  the  term.
